Pensions  may  be  paid  in  a  man- 
ner similar  to  Dominion  Govern- 
ment annuities,  under  three  plans— 
n  ufe.  guaranteed  pension  for 
the  life  of  the  pensioner  of  a  defi- 
nite number  of  years,  and  Joint  life 
and  last  survivor  covering  the  life 
of  the  pensioner  and  any  person 
designated  by  him.  Further,  ar- 
rangements can  be  made  for  the 
care  of  dependents  of  a  contributor 
or  the  fund  In  the  event  of  his  or 
her  death. 

A  number  of  aged  teachers  are 
now  hi  receipt  of  retiring  allow- 
ances from  the  Government,  and 
these  wUl  be  taken  care  of  In  future 
by  means  of  the  pension  fund  and 
not  from  the  direct  funds  of  the 
Oovemment. 

Teachers*  pensions  wUl  be  free 
from  seizure  of  attachment  bv 
courts  or  processes  of  law. 

I  OK  THOSE  UNDER  flFTl 
Teachers  who  are  now  of  the  age 
of  thirty-five  or  over,  may  con- 
tribute, if  they  so  desire,  a  sum 
larger  than  4  per  cent  but  not 
greater  than  7  per  cent.  If  under 
fifty  years,  in  order  to  fully  qualify 
when  reaching  the  retirement  age 
for  the  full  pension,  "but  no  request 
under  this  section  shall  be  acted 
upon  unless  It  Is  accompanied  by 
the  payment  of  such  sum  aa  la 
necessary  to  be  added  to  the  deduc- 
tions already  made  and  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  reserve  account.

'arising  from  deductions  from  his 
salary,  and  the  accrued  Interest 
thereon,  would  entitle  him  to  ac- 
cording to  the  prescribed  tables 
then  in  force."  To  this  will  be

TORONTO.  Feb.  28— The  Mail 
and  Empire  today  publishes  the  fol- 
lowing:

A.  M.  Manson,  Ian  Mackenzie  and 
nr.  W  H  Sutherland  voiced  objec- 
tions, especially  with  regard  to  the 
audit  which  has  been  conducted  by 
the  nrm  of  HeUlweU.  Macla-hlan  & 
Company. 

One  of  the  points  raised  was  with 
respect  to  the  payment  of  the  salary 
10  Hon  J.  HlnchllfTe.  Minister  of 
Education  The  point  was  brought 
up  by  Mr.  Mackenxle,  who  contend- 
ed that  the  salary  paid  to  that  min- 
ister was  not  provided  for  In  the 
estimate  of  the  previous  session. 

Mr.  E.  D.  Johnson,  deputy  min- 
ister or  finance,  said  that  the 
voucher  would  come  to  the  depart- 
ment properly  signed  and  counter- 
signed, and  it  would  then  be  paid. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  ?iudlt 
department  was  responsible  for  giv- 
ing the  necessary  authority  and  that 
the  comptroller  might  be  called  upon 
to  give  ths  Information  as  to 
whether  the  Department  of  the  At- 
torney-General had  passed  upon 
this  matter,  and  sanctioned  the 
course  pursued. 

The  opinion  of  Messrs.  Mackenxle 
and  Manson  was  that  there  would 
have  to  be  a  special  warrant  issued 
I  for  the  paying  of  the  salary  to  the 
'  Minister  of  Education  for  the  term 
i  of  rjffice  from  the  taking  over  of  the 
!  position  until  the  beginning  of  the 
I  next  fiscal  year,  on  April  1.   It  was 
1  argued  that  It  did  not  come  under 
the  statutory  payments. 

Dr.  Sutherland  wanted  Informa- 
tion relative  to  the  order-in-councll 
under  which  the  present  auditors 
were  working,  and  how  far  the  au- 
thority was  vested  In  them  with  re- 
spect to  recommendations.  Special 
stress  was  laid  on  the  point  of 
whether  it  were  proper  to  Include 
the  Dominion  grant  among  the  as- 
sets of  the  province  which  it  had 
been  recommended  by  the  special 
auditors  should  be  wiped  out. 
ORDERED  BY  ONE  FIRM 
To  Mr.  Manson  the  deputy  min- 
ister of  finance  gave  the  informa- 
tion that  the  Dominion  grants  were 
placed  there  on  the  Instructions  of 
the  firm  of  Price.

Mr.  Manson  favored  the  course 
generally,  as  he  said  the  amount  for 
the  most  part  was  fixed  by  the  terms 
or  union. 

Pearson  asked  If 
the  annual  payment  might  no-,  be 
wiped  out  by  the  Dominion  author- 
ities paying  a  fixed  sum  which  might 
be  capitalized.

In  the  matter  of  vocational  guidance  and 
technical  training  there  Is  much  to  be  criticized 
in  the  way  of  fads  and  frills  now  being  Introduced 
to  expand  the  uses  and  expenses  of  free  educa- 
tion. The  thin  end  of  the  wedge  Is  the  technical 
school.  Once  it  is  established  at  the  taxpayers' 
expense  It  is  simply  a  question  of  Introducing 
new  courses  which  can  be  put  Into  effect  without 
the  taxpayers'  sanction,  although  they  have  to 
foot  the  bill.  The  Technical  School  By-Law  upon 
which  the  property  owners  will  vote  tomorrow 
merely  provides  for  an  instalment  of  the  expend- 
iture which  would  be  incurred  during  succeeding 
years.  The  property  owners  have  no  control  over 
the  courses  which  could  be  Instituted;  no  say  in 
the  matter  of  how  free  education  could  be  ex- 
tended at  the  discretion  of  a  School  Board. 

We  have  the  example  in  this  municipality  of 
free  education  being  given  to  students  who  are 
not  entitled  to  It  There  is  the  instance  of  the 
Saanlch  pupils  In  the  schools  who  are  paying 
from  $30  to  $40  less  par  capita  than  their  high 
school  education  actually  costs.  There  is  the  case 
of  pupils  at  the  high  school  who  are  the  sons 
and  daughters  of  parents  who  do  not  reside  In 
Victoria  and  who  arc  not  taxpayers  here  being 
given  free  education  at  the  expense  of  this  mu- 
nicipality. The  proposed  technical  school  would 
aggravate  the  cost  of  education  to  which  Vic- 
torias property  owners  are  subjected.  It  would 
contain  students  who  are  not  entitled  to  free 
education,  and  they  would  not  be  charged  for  at 
the  per  capita  cost  of  their  technical  studies. 
The  taxpayers  would  continue  to  bonus  such 
students  as  is  done  In  the  case  of  so  many  hun- 
dred students  at  the  present  high  school. 

The  educational  problem  in  this  municipality 
is  one  to  that  should  be  solved  before  there  is 
any  new  and  costly  experiment  made  in  the  di- 
rection of  providing  technical  education  on  a 
grandiose  scale.  No  one  disputes  the  value  of 
manual  training  such  as  prevails  In  the  high 
school  and  other  schools  of  the  city.  The  facili- 
ties for  this,  at  the  present  time,  are  ample 
enough.  The  commercial  classes  at  the  high 
school,  despite  their  doubtful  value,  do  give  a 
commercial  training  of  a  sort,  though  it  has  In 
very  many  cases  to  be  supplemented  by  special 
courses  at  private  schools  before  the  high  school 
graduates  are  fitted  for  their  places  in  the  com- 
mercial life  of  this  and  other  communities.  It  has 
to  be  supplemented  despite  the  fact  that  the 
high  school  commercial  course  occupies  three 
years,  whereas  special  paid  courses  at  private 
institutions  equip  students  for  commercial  pur- 
suits In  a  year's  time,  and  often  less.  That  illus- 
trates how  much  time  must  be  lost  In  commer- 
cial studies  at  the  high  school,  and  how  much 
money  the  taxpayers  have  to  provide. 

If  the  taxpayers  of  this  municipality  are  sat- 
isfied that  they  can  support  an  extra,  and  what 
must  prove  a  cumulative,  strain  on  their  re- 
sources, and  if.  at  the  same  time,  they  approve  of 
experiments  in  technical  and  vocational  training 
at  their  expense,  they  will  sanction  tomorrow's 
by-law.  Other  cities  have  made  such  experiments 
with  very  dubious  results.  There  will  be  a  tax 
rate  in  this  community  for  the  current  fiscal 
year  of  over  41  mills.  Next  year.  If  a  technical 
high  school  Is  approved,  It  will  be  increased  out 
of  proportion  to  the  growing  number  of  children 
who  have  to  be  educated  free  Both  technical  and 
vocational  education  remain  largely  a  question  of 
experiment.  There  Is  no  reason  that  we  know  of 
to  believe  that  the  technical  and  vocational 
guides  in  Victoria  are  so  thoroughly  conversant 
with  the  industrial  field,  so  endowed  with  knowl- 
edge of  the  mental  and  physical  lives  of  youth, 
and  so  versed  in  general  and  individual  psychol- 
ogy, that  they  will  make  the  experiment  here  a 
success  In  all  Its  ramifications.  It  has  been  a 
full  success  nowhere  else;  there  Is  doubt  about 
the  extent  to  which  It  has  been  a  partial  success. 
That  Is  the  verdict  of  educational  authorities, 
other  than  those  who  comprise  the  technical  bu- 
reaucracy. Victorians  have  twice  refused  to  sanc- 
tion the  establishment  of  a  technical  high  school 
here.  The  arguments  which  guided  their  deci- 
sion remain  as  strong  as  ever  against  their  taking 
a  leap  in  the  dark.

The  Kellogg  Pact  for  the  renunciation  of  war 
has  been  ratified  by  Parliament  at  Ottawa.  An 
interesting  feature  of  the  debate  was  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Mackenzie  King,  the  Prime  Minister, 
aald  that  in  this  pact  there  V*  no  reservations 
so  far  as  Oreat  Britain  and  the  United  States 
are  concerned,  and  he  asked  for  none  In  the  mat- 
ter of  Canada.  The  truth  is  that  there  Is  an  Im- 
plied and  Inherent  reservation,  namely,  the  right 
of  all  these  countries  to  self-defence.  This  reser- 
vation was  brought  to  the  attention  of  Parlia- 
ment by  Mr.  R.  B.  Bennett,  the  Conservative 
leader.  It  implies  the  right  of  each  country  to  de- 
fine what  its  own  self-defence  shall  be,  yet  there 
has  been  no  definition  for  Canada  given  by  Mr 
Mackenzie  King.  The  Oovcrnmcnt,  as  Mr.  Ben- 
nett pointed  out.  has  constituted  Itself  the  in- 
terpreter of  what  the  Kellogg  Pact  means,  but  It 
has  failed  to  interpret  the  right  of  self-defence. 
This  was  glossed  over  by  the  Prime  Minister.  He 
Insisted  that  Mr  Austen  Chamberlain  was  the 
authority  for  saying  that  Britain  had  accepted 
the  Pact  without  reservations,  and  the  idea  Is 
that  Canada  has  done  the  tame. 

Parliament  has  approved  the  Kellogg  Pact 
unanimously,  as  It  might  well  do  because  It  Is 
only  a  friendly  gesture,  It  U  a  treaty  accepted 
by  sixty-two  nations  and  each  of  theae  nations 
reserves  the  right  to  define  what  its  own  self- 
defence  shall  constitute.  Mr.  King  Is  not  worried 
at  aB  over  this  matter.  An  American  was  the 
author  of  the  treaty,  and.  since  signing  It.  the 
American  Government  has  pledged  Itself  to  an 
enhanced  naval  policy.  In  other  words,  the  United 
States  has  given  a  practical  demonstration  that 
It  intends  to  continue  to  define  its  own  self-

Crass  is  the  source 
of  all  physical  power,  and  there 
would  be  no  grass  ir  the  sun  did  not 
raise  the  water  to  nurture  it  and 
to  stimulate  Its 
man  domesticated 
the  first  ass  and  ox  he  began  to  use 
power  drawn  from  the  sun.  The 
coal  in  the  pits  and  the  oil  in  the 
depths  are  either  animal  or  veget- 
able products,  created  in  the  first 
place  by  the  sun  and  stored  away 
In  the  bowels  of  the  earth,  where 
[.man  has  found  them  and  is  using 
them  for  the  production  of  power.

But  for  the  action  of  the  sun, 
then,  there  could  have  been  no  Tea- 
pot Dome  oil  scandal  in  the  United 
States.  .  Neither  would  there  have 
been  a  Seven  Sisters  water  power 
scandal  in  Manitoba.  The  oracular 
commentator  In  question  of  course 
meant  to  say  that  some  day  man 
would  be  obtaining  power  directly 
from  the  sun  instead  of  indirectly 
from  the  sun  as  he  is  doing  at  the 
present  day.  By  using  water  for 
the  production  of  power  man  Is  ap- 
proaching nearer  to  the  original 
source  of  power  than  he  ever  did 
before.  Releasing  the  power  of  the 
sun  by  chemical  processes,  such  as 
the  combustion  of  coal  and  oil  and 
other  Inflammable  substances,  is 
a  complicated  and  costly  business. 
The  aise  of  water  for  the  release  of 
stored  power  is  a  comparatively 
simple  process,  and  that  is  why  the 
sources  of  water  supply  have  sud- 
denly become  so  valuable  and  why 
politicians  who  have  been  elected  to 
positions  of  public  trust  are  suc- 
cumbing to  the  wiles  of  the  tempter 
and  attempting  to  take  advantage 
of  their  positions  to  improve  their 
private  circumstances.  The  water 
powers  of  Canada  may  prove  the 
most  valuable  of  the  country's  re- 
sources.

Mississippi  floods  have  been  na- 
tional catastrophes  only  since  the 
Middle  Western  forests  have  been 
hacked  down  and  used  for  lumber. 
Before  that  the  Spring  torrents  fed 
the  forests  instead  of  burdening  the 
river. 

Forests  perform  another  import- 
ant duty  for  mankind.  They  hold 
mountains  together,  keeping  great 
masses  of  earth  from  sliding  down 
into  the  valleys,  landslides  which 
bring  destruction  to  crops  and 
dwelling  houses. 

Where  patches  of  woodland  are 
left  standing,  many  of  the 


which  would  otherwise  seriously 
damage  farmers'  crops,  never  learn 
to  change  their  forest  habits  and 
come  into  the  open  sunny  fields. 
Thus  the  crops  are  spared  the  rav- 
ages of  millions  of  insects  which 
prefer  forest  life.  When  the  trees 
are  cut,  however,  the  insects  learn 
to  live  to  the  fields,  much  to  the 
regret  of  the  farmers. 

The  thoughtless  greedy  way  in 
which  American  trees  have  been 
slashed  down  is  also  the  reason  for 
the  death  of  many  kinds  of  wud 
creatures  who  can  live  only  in  the 
woods.  Birds  are  becoming  less  nu- 
merous, and  all  the  shy  wild  things 
o(  the  forest  are  trapped  and  shot 
and  crowded  into  extinction. 

For  all  of  theae  reasons,  states- 
men and  scientists  are  endeavoring 
to  have  reforestation  laws  passed, 
whereby  new  trees  must  be  planted 
wherever  old  ones  are  out.

CONDITIONS  IN  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Sir.— Your  editorial  of  the  22nd 
lust,  on  "Underestimating  the  Cost." 
is  a  timely  one  indeed,  and  one 
which  should  cause  the  Victoria  \s- 
payer  to  weigh  his  vole  carefully  on 
the  28th.  The  last  building  done  by 
the  Victoria  School  Board  was  a 
frame  annex  at  the  Oak  lands  School, 
built  in  1925.  consisting  of  four 
classrooms,  with  no  heating  plant, 
and  it  cost  Just  under  920.000  On 
the  same  basis,  to  build  a  school  to 
house  800  pupils.  If  of  similar  con- 
struction, which,  of  course,  is  un- 
likely, would  eost  $120,000  without 
any  allowance  for  laboratories,  gym- 
nasium, auditorium  and  heating 
plant,  which  would  easily  entail  an- 
other $80,000,  i.e.,  $200,000  in  all. 

Now.  a  similar  structure  of  rein- 
forced concrete  with  stone  or  terra 
cotta  trimmings,  would  run  very 
easily  to  double  that  amount,  and 
with  furnishings  and  equipment,  the 
taxpayer  would  be  lucky  If  he  saved 
his  scalp  at  half  a  million.  It  should 
also  be  borne  In  mind  that  there  will 
be  no  comeback  on  the  Dominion  or 
Provincial  Governments  should  the 
School  Board  find  It  has  underesti- 
mated.

Representatives  from  the  country 
charges  as  well  as  from  Lhe  local 
coqgregallons  were  present,  and  a 
number  of  visitors.

A  message  was  read  from  the 
Bntish  Settlement  Society  of  Can- 
ada to  ministers,  elder*,  and  man- 
agers of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  Dominion  which  asked  lor  their 
co-operation  In  bringing  setUen 
from  the  Old  Country  to  Canada 
In  1928  the  total  number  of  people 
brought  to  Canada  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  society  was  818.

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I  Other  condition*  which  may  pro- 
duce hemorrhoids  are  n  prolapsus  of 
the  abdominal  organs,  excessive  use 
of  cathartics,  a  long  continued  sit- 
ting or  standing  position,  straining 
while  lifting,  pxceasive  intestinal  gas 
and  consUpation.  With  women  the 
cause  may  be  from  an  enlarged  or 
misplaced  uterus,  the  pressure  from 
tumors,  indolent  habits  of  living, 
etc.  It  is  known  that  fully  ninctv- 
flve  per  cent  of  all  women  suffer 
from  some  prolapsus  of  the  ab- 
dominal organs. 

A  fissure  of  the  rectum  >is  simply 
a  break  in  the  membrane  caused  by 
long  continued  constipation,  the 
irritation  of  poisonous  feces  or  the 
st retelling,  tearing  effect  of  lumpy 
stools.  Sometimes  the  internal  irri- 
tation aud  infection  may  be  so  great 
as  to  produce  an  opening  from  the 
inside  of  the  rectum  out  through  the 
skin  of  the  buttocks  This  is  called 
a  fistula,  and  can  only  come  I  mm 
a  continual  neglect  of  rectal  dis- 
orders which  could  be  easily  cured 
in  their  inslpiency.  Local  treat- 
ments are  often  effective  and  neces- 
sary in  curing  rectal  disorders,  but 
of  course,  to  produce  a  permanent 
cure,  the  cause  of  the  trouble  must 
be  removed. 

When  the  membranes  of  the 
rectum  themselves  are  prolapsed.  It 
is  best  to  push  them  back  aa  often 
as  possible  and  immediately  apply 
a  local  treatment  of  Ice  or  ice  water 
to  contract  and  produce  a  better 
tone  in  these  veakened  membranes 
Tills  ice  treatment  is  helpful  in  all 
rectal  disorders  If  taken  in  this 
way;  break  off  a  small  piece  of  Ice. 
shave  it  Into  a  cone- like  shape  and 
carefully  insert  the  smoll  «md  Into 
the  rectum,  holding  it  In  place  with 
a  thick  towel.  The  Ice  cone  should 
then  be  forced  farther  tip  and  held 
there  while  the  Ice  melts.  Tins 
treatment  should  lasl  only  four  or 
five  minutes,  until  the  Ice  Is  melted

NANAIMO,  Feb.  26— At  the  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  City  Council  last 
evening,  the  question  of  an  Isolation 
hospital  and  a  garbage  collection 
system  were  the  subjects  of  resolu- 
tion which  have  been  recently 
passed  by  the  Local  Council  of  Wo- 
men and  presented  to  the  City 
Council  last  evening  by  a  delegation 
from  the  Local  Council  of  Women. 
On  behalf  of  her  organisation,  Mrs. 
Burt  read  the  resolutions,  which  In 
effect  asked  the  council  what  steps, 
If  any.  were  being  taken  toward  the 
establishment  of  a  garbage  system. 
Mrs.  Drysdale.  in  referring  to  this, 
stated  that  at  present  many  resi- 
dents have  been  dumping  ashes,  old 
cans,  et  c  ,  on  vacant  property,  often 
property  adjoining  residences,  and 
thus  creating  not  only  an  unsightly 
pile,  but  alen  one  with  a  menace  to 
health  Wheelbarrows  were  often 
used,  she  said,  to  cart  refuse  from  a 
residence  to  a  vacant  lot 

Mayor  Busby  explained  that  for 
five  or  six  years  the  council  had 
reeognixed  the  necessity  of  a  garb- 
age collecting  system,  but  the  cost 
had  always  been  the  stumbling 
block.  At  present  he  believed  there 
were  several  responsible  cltlxens  who 
were  willing  to  put  in  a  system.  It 
was  a  question  which  would  have  to 
be  dealt,  with  very  shortly.  As  to  an 
isolation  hospital,  he  said  that  the 
council  had  recently  met  a  delega- 
tion from  the  hospital  board,  and  at 
present  plans  were  being  prepared, 
and  estimates  made  as  to  the  cost 
of  a  building.  After  these  had  been 
received.  It  would  be  necessary  to 
pass  a  by-law.  and  personally,  he 
wanted  to  see  trie  people  of  Nanalmo 
unanimous  in  their  desire  for  an 
isolation  hospital.  It  would  require 
a  united  effort  to  pass  tlie  by-law. 
but  he  had  no  doubt  that  if  the 
question  were  properly  put  before 
the  people,  it  would  pass. 

Alderman  Ironside  stated  that  the 
council  had  found  that  the  coat 
of  a  garbage  collecting  system  would 
be  In  ihe  neighborhood  of  $12,000. 
and  to  be  plain,  the  council  could 
hold  no  hope  of  an  immediate  In- 
stallation. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Ironside, 
It  was  decided  to  take  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  Local  Council  of  Wo- 
men up  in  committee,  and  later  for- 
ward a  report  of  the  council's  de- 
cisions to  the  women's  council.

He  thought 
that  the  matter  should  be  taken  up 
wUh  the  provincial  authorities,  and 
a  better  place  provided  lor  prison- 
ers. 

Mayor  Busby  stated  that  the  tune 
was  not  far  distant  when  a  new 
city  hall  would  be  required,  and 
until  that  time,  he  did  not  favor 
the  expenditure  of  a  large  amount 
on  a  new  jail.  He  believed  all 
city  offices  should  be  confined  to 
one  building,  and  the  site  of  the 
present  hall  was  an  ideal  one.  pro- 
viding the  building  was  up-to-date. 
It  was  the  Provincial  Government's 
duty  to  furnish  proper  accommoda- 
tion for  prisoners,  he  thought. 

Alderman  Renney  thought  the 
idea  of  a  uew  city  hall  was  a  good 
one.  but  in  the  meantime,  some- 
thin.:  had  to  be  done  about  a  Jail. 
The  present  one  was  not  a  lit  plate 
to  put  a  human  being  In  He 
changed  his  motion  to  the  effect, 
that  the  provincial  authorities  be 
asked  to  take  aotlon  in  the  matter 

Alderman  Hart  seconded,  staling 
that  the  present  premises  never  had 
been  fit  for  habitation,  and  had 
been  condemned  by  the  grand  Jury 
Alderman  Ironside  stated  that  he 
had  been  a  member  of  three  grand 
Juries  all  of  whom  had  brought  in 
recommendations  for  a  new  or 
larger  police  station  and  Jail  The 
motion  carried,  and  the  provincial 
authorities  will  be  communicated 
with.

The  question  of  the  early  closing 
of  hardware  stores  was  brought  up 
by  Alderman  Smith,  who  asked  the 
legislative  committee  what  was  be- 
ing done  about  the  repeal  of  the 
by-law  passed  late  last  year  com- 
pelling hardware  stores  to  close  at 
5  o'clock.  He  said  some  were  clos- 
ing, and  some  keeping  open  at 
prc-ient. 

Alderman  Ironside,  of  the  legis- 
lative* committee,  explained  that 
originally  the  council  had  received 
a  petition  from  the  necessary  num- 
ber of  hardware  merchants,  asking 
that  they  pass  an  early  closing  by- 
law. Just  as  this  by-law  was  be- 
ing put  into  force,  another  petition 
had  been  received,  asking  that  the 
law  be  not  passed  At  the  time 
cf  receiving  the  second  petition, 
Alderman  Ironside  explained,  it 
was  pointed  out  that  the  council 
land  no  other  course  than  to  go  on 
with  the  by-law.  II.  at  the  ex- 
piration of  a  reasonable  time.  It 
was  found  that  the  law  was  not 
satlafactory.  the  council  could, 
upon  the  receipt  of  a  petition 
signed  by  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
merchants  affected,  repeal  the  law 
This  petition  had  not  been  received, 
and  the  by-law  is  now  operative.

Eighteen  Local  Members  of  III  Fated  Freighter 
Have  Many  Experiences  Leave  Doomed  Ship  to 
Own  Ends  on  Rocks  After  Salvage  Fails 


After  many  expertr-nres  off  the 
barren  Aleutian  bland*  which  thry 
will  probably  never  forget,  eighteen 
D  m be ra  of  the  crew  of  the  Ul-faUtl 
freighter  Alloway  arrived  home  yes- 
yierday  from  Seattle,  where  they  were 
cor.v v  M  'i  *g*j  Dutch  Harbor  by  thr 
coastguard  cutter  Chelan. 

The  Alloway  had  a  long  and  in- 
teresting career  fmm  t  he  tun. 
left  Seattle  for  Yokohama  and  Oca 
on  December  2!i  U>  the  time  that  she 
waa  Anally  abandoned  in  Unlmak 
Paas  on  February  12. 

uaard  by  the  C.  P  Co*  Cor- 
poration of  Seattle  from  the  United 
States  Shipping  Board,  the  AUoway 
wan  taken  from  Lake  Union,  where 
ahe  hud  lain  for  several  years,  and 
loaded  with  4.300.000  feet  of  lumber 
at  Tacoma.  Everett  and  Seattle 
She  left  Puget  Sound  on  Christmas 
Day  for  Japan,  where  It  was  the 
intention  to  deliver  her  to  be 
scrapped. 

Rust  and  long  yean  of  exposure  to 
the  penetrating  sen  nlr  had  taken 
their  toll  on  the  vessel '»  engines,  for 
on  December  27  the  boilers  started 
to  give  trouble.  Water  tubes  could 
not  stand  the  strain  of  the  pulsing 
steam  and  one  by  one  blew  out.

PACIFIC  STEAMSHIPCO 


The  main  bearing  in  one  of  the  Al- 
io way  a  turbines  gave  out.  and  for 
thirty-eight  hours  she  wallowed  in 
the  trough  of  the  waves,  a  helpless 
mass  of  steel.  Repairs  were  effected 
by  the  engine-room  staff,  but  just 
as  her  commander.  Captain  J.  Hau- 
gen.  thought  of  proceeding,  rusted 
pipes  in  one  of  the  superheaters 
blrw  out.  More  patching  up  was 
done  and  the  •  easel's  bow  turned  to- 
ward Victoria,  the  nearest  haven 
from  the  perils  of  the  mighty  Pa- 
cific. 

Making  but  a  few  knot*  per  hour, 
the  engineers  managed  to  coax  the 
AUoway  along  until  January  3.  when 
the  turblnea  broke  down  for  the  sec- 
ond and  last  time  On  January  6 
a  wireless  message  was  sent  to  the 
Pacific  Salvage  Company,  and  the 
powerful  Salvage  King  waa  soon 
under  way.  She  took  the  freighter 
in  tow.  arriving  at  the  new  drydock 
Jetty  on  January  1  at  8:15  o'clock, 
in  the  morning. 

Dissatisfied  with  conditions  aboard 
believing  that  the  AUoway'. 
load  of  lumber  was  too  high  for 
safety,  her  crew  one  by  one  left  the 
ship.  On  January  16.  while  ahe  was 
under  repairs  at'  Esqulmalt.  all  but 
four  members  left  for  Seattle.  Cap- 
tain Haugen  hlmsell  signed  of  I  here 
and  wah  replaced  by  Captain  H.  8. 
Throckmorton  on  January  18. 

After  two  unsuccessful  attempts 
to  leave  port,  the  Alloway  finally 
managed  to  pass  Inspection  and  lelt 
for  Japan  again  on  January  24.  with 
eighteen  Victorians  aboard,  setting 
lorth  on  what  they  thought  was  to 
be  an  uneventful  voyage  to  the 
Orient. 

The  vessel  succeeded  In  getting 
only  a  few  miles  ofr  Cape  Flattery 
when  further  trouble  developed  In 
the  engine-room  and  she  was  farced 
to  put  in  to-Port  Angeles  on  January 
25.  Prom  there  she  proceeded  to 
Seattle  the  next  day  for  repairs  and 
to  take  on  fuel  oil.  She  left  again 
for  a  third  attempt  on  the  Pacific  a 
few  days  later. 

Trouble  still  dogged  the  veaael. 
for  on  February  8  she  wirelessed  for 
help  when  her  engines  became  dis- 
abled 300  miles  oil  Dutch  Harbor. 
Alaska..  The  Salvage  King  again 
left  to  render  aid.  but  was  recalled 
to  port  the  next  day  when  a  few 
miles  off  Race  Rocks,  for  the  Ss. 
Montauk  was  steaming  at  top  speed 
for  the  Alloway  and  the  Seattle 
ooastguard  cutter  Chelan,  capable  of 
doing  eighteen  knots,  was  headed 
north. 

Knpi-    G0T  AftOARD 

Arriving  at  the  vessel's  side,  the 
Montauk  got  a  rope  aboard  and 
headed  for  Dutch  Hurbor  with  the 
valuable  ••prise'  on  February  11.  The 
seas  were  too  heavy,  however,  and 
the  rope  had  to  be  cut.  but  not  be- 
fore the  Montauk  had  crashed  into 
the  side  of  the  AUoway.  damaging 
her  upper  structure. 

Realizing  that  It  would  mean 
death  sooner  or  later  to  stay  aboard 
tho  ctricken  freighter,  the  Alloway 's 
thirty-three  men  donned  life  pre- 
servers and  prepared  to  abandon  the 
ship  on  February  13. 

Captain  Throckmorton  put  his 
papers  and  sextant  in  one  of  the 
boats,  but  one  of  the  davits  broke 
off.  throwing  the  content*  into  the 
turbulent  waters  The  boat  was 
righted  and  three  Victorians.  Q.  R. 
Oliver.  Tom  King  and  T.  Owen,  slid 
down  to  bale  It  out  Half  full  of 
water,  the  boat  broke  away  from  the 
Alloway,  bobbing  up  and  down  like 
a  cork  on  the  seas  in  which  a  swim- 
mer could  live  but  a  short  time 
Strungling  desperately  against  heavy 
odd-  the  three  men  were  finally 
pirked  up  by  the  Montauk 

Working  like  demons  on  the  pitch- 
ing and  tossing  freighter,  the  stoke- 
hold crew  managed  to  get  up  steam 
In  three  boilers,  but  not  enough  to 
propel  the  ship.  The  Monta.uk  hove 
in  sight  out  of  the  mist,  making  her 
presence  felt  by  crashing  Into  the 
AUoway.  It  was  then  decided  to 
abandon  the  ship.  Jumping  off  the 
lower  deck  the  crew  managed  to  get 
into  a  lifeboat  between  pause.  In  the 
seething  waves.  James  L.  Posey,  one 
of  the  oilers,  refused  to  leave,  defy- 
ing the  captain  and  eluding  capture

Captain    Throckmorton    pursued  i 
Posey  with  a  gun.  firing  a  shot  in 
an  attempt  to  intimidate  HUB  but 
without  avail,  fa  n  could 

not  be  caught  Rather  than  en- 
danger the  lives  of  the  others,  the 
captain  ordered  them  into  the  boat, 
to  row  for  the  Montauk  and  safety 
The  Montauk  then  steamed  for 
Dutrh  Harbor. 

Arriving  at  the  side  of  the  Allo- 
way on  February  14.  the  coastguard 
cutter  Chelan  put  men  aboard  In 
an  attempt  to  get  up  steam  and 
navigate  the  derelict  Their  efforts, 
however,  were  not  successful  as  salt 
water  had  got  past  a  broken  con- 
denser and  crippled  the  boilers. 

Poeey  was  found  to  be  well  and 
of  a  sound  mind  alter  undergoing 
a  mental  examination.  He  told 
officers  of  the  Chelan  that  he  once 
had  a  dream  that  &hurks  would  get 
him  if  he  trusted  himself  to  the 
mercy  of  the  sea  in  a  small  boat, 
and  that  he  felt  tvlmself  safer  on 
the  AUoway.  He  also  said  that  he 
was  thinking  of  the  salvage  money 
he  cou!d  claim  if  he  -could  prevent 
the  Alloway  from  grounding  on  the 
rocks  of  Unlmak  Pass. 

Posey  was  persuaded  to  leave  the 
Alloway  for  the  Chelan.  The  seas 
having  subsided  somewhat,  a  line 
was  got  aboard  the  freighter  and  an 
attempt  made  to  get  under  way  for 
Dutch  Harbor.  On  February  15  the 
hawser  parted  and  the  Alloway 
drifted  off  In  a  heavy  fog. 

For  thirty -six  hours  the  Chelan 
searched  for  the  Alloway.  finally 
finding  her  on  February  16  wrecked 
on  the  rocks  of  Ugamak  Island  at 
the  entrance  of  Unlmak  Pass.  The 
decks  of  the  vessel  were  awash,  the 
enure  hull  was  fuU  of  water  and  the 
lumber  cargo  was  floating  away.  It 
was  the  end  of  the  eventful  cruise 

The  Chelan  turned  about  lor 
Dutch  Harbor  to  pick  up  the  re- 
mainder of  the  crew  taken  there 
by  the  Montauk  Arriving  there, 
she  left  for  Seattle  on  February  17.

OTTAWA  BILL  PASSES 
ITS  FIRST  READING 


OTTAWA.  Feb.  M—  Introducing  a 
bill  authorizing  a  loan  to  the  har- 
bor commissioners  of  the  port  of 
Vancouver  for  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding $10,000,000.  Hon.  P  J.  A. 
Cardln.  Minister  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries.  Informed  the  House  of 
Commons  today  that  he  would  sup- 
ply details  of  the  proposed  port  de- 
velopment when  the  bill  was  given 
second  reading.  The  bill  passed  first 
reading  after  Mr.  Cardln  had  briefly 
explained  the  purpose  of  the  pro- 
posed loan. 

Vurftcouver's  harbor  commission, 
after  an  era  of  Intense  development 
and  expansion,  was  now  In  a  posi- 
tion to  commence  further  building 
of  port  facilities.  It  was  neeesaary 
Tor  them  to  redeem  certain  notes, 
the  harbor  commissioners  had  In- 
formed him.  said  Mr.  Cardln.  and 
to  pay  the  balance  on  the  property 
known  ai  Hastings  Mill,  which 
amounted  to  1 1^10.000.  Secondly,  it 
was  Intended  to  further  develop  the 
docks  of  live  port.  Thirdly,  exten- 
sion of  grain  elevator  facilities  were 
requested  But  these.  Mr.  Cardln 
explained,  would  probably  be  leased 
in  advance.. 

There  was  no  doubt,  the  minister 
■avid,  but  Uiat  Vancouver  needed  the 
further  development  work  nuggested. 
Business  was  increasing  very  rapid- 
ly and  the  doubling  of  port  receipts 
In  four  years  until  they  had  reached 
In  1928  the  sum  or  12.057,750.  indi- 
cated the  promising  position  of  Van- 
couver. No  doubt,  he  added,  the  de- 
velopment planned  would  increase 
that  buplncss  still  further

Sixty-four  channels  In  the  1.500-
